THE SCHNAEBELS INCIDENT. 


Both Governments Inclined to Meet the 
Matter Dispassionately. 

Paris, April 24.— [Copyright, 1887, by James 
Gordon Bennett.|—It is believed at the 
German Embassy here that if satisfactory 
evidence is adduced to show that Schnaebels 
was arrested on French territory he will be 
released. If, on the other hand, the arrest 


took place on German territory his trial will 


be proceeded with. Meanwhile investigations 
are being instituted by hoth Governments, 
which will last probably ten days, to deter- 
mine the precise spot where the arrest was 
made; also as to whether, under interna- 
tional law. a Warrant may be issued against a 
foreign official without the previous assent 
of the Government to which such official be- 
longs. Other matters will also have to be 
determined; fur instance, whether Schnae- 
bels’ arrest comes within the extradition 
oes and as to the validity of the warrant 
itse 


Public opinion in France is calm and dig- 
nified, although it is felt that the German au- 
thorities have been guilty of a flagrant breach 
of international law. The French Govern- 
ment has taken steps to avoid, so far as pos- 
sible, the occurrenve of more serious inci- 
dents. For instance, the guards have been 
doubied in the vicinity of the German Em- 
ille, in order to pre- 
vent any hostile demonstration, and M. Lam- 
oureux, who intended to produce Lohen- 
grin’’ Tuesday at the Eden Theatre, has been 
urged to postpone its n At the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs it is firmly be- 
lieved that the matter can be settled upon its 
technical merits, and even if worst came to 
worst it might be settled peaceably by the 
arbitration of the Emperor of Russia. Baron 
Mohrenhim, the Russian Ambassador, is due 
in Paris tomorrow from Cannes. 

The Paris newspapers are very moderate in 
tone, and the most of them refrain from ex- 
pressing any opinion until the result of the 
official inquiries ismade known. Even Roche- 
fort, in the Jntransigeant, abstains from pour- 
ing oil on the flames and treats the matter 
flippantly. He says: 

If we had a Prime Minister who, instead of 
passing his time bothering the Parisians with his 
absu 
had the courage to defend them, he would reply 
to the kidnaping of Schnaebels by sending to the 
Mazas Prison ailthe Germans in Paris found 
selling adulterated beer. 

The Voltaire pubiishes an interview with 
Charles Gautsch, a calico clerk in the Maga- 
zins du Printemps, who is a brother of James 
Gautsch. the German police official who kid- 
naped Schnaebels. It appears from the inter- 
view that James Gautsch is a natural-born 
Frenchman, and has always been considered 
the black sheep of the family. 

Dispatches from Mayence say that never 
since the war of 1870 has there been such a 
movement of troops at the various points of 
the Rhine provinces, There are railway car- 
riages available between Mayence and Dussel- 
dorf for the conveyance in three days, if 
necessary, of 250,000 troops. Another series 


of wagonsin the centre of Germany—Ba- 


varia—are able to carry 280,000 troops to the 
frontier in four days. 

In the office of Schnaebels there has been 
found a letter from Commissary Gautsch ad- 
dressed to Schnaebels written last Tuesday. 
It begins My dear colleague,” and says: “I 
have a communication to make to you which 
concerns neither the French nor the German 
Government, but to make it we must be 
alone, and if you think tit we can profit by a 
blown-down frontier le to talk there.“ 
Schnaebels is a Knight of the Legion of 
Honor. He refused high German office in 
1870 and was immediately expelled from 
Germany. 

Gautsch, in his second letter to Schnaebels, 
offers excuses for his failure to meet Schnae- 
bels and concludes as follows: The com- 
munication is so interesting that I am 
anxious to make it to you without informing 
the German authorities of the fact. 1 beg 
you to come alone to the rendezvous.”’ 


Investigation of the Case, 

Beriin, April 24.—The commission at Metz 
investigating the case of Schnaebels reports 
that the arrest was undoubtedly made upon 
German soil. There are numerous charges 
of high treason inst Schnaebels and the 
evidence against him is overwhelming. 

The French Government has sent to Berlin 
documents relating to the affair, including 
Commissary Gautsch’s two letters inviting 
Schnaebels to meet him. 

The North German Gazette says that Schnae- 
bels tried to escape back to French territory 
when seized by the German agents, but that 
he was overtaken before he could cross the 
frontier line. 5 

The Montagsd/att declares that Schnaevels 
had six subordinate agents who were acting 
as spies for Gen. Boulanger, the French War 
Minister. One of these agents, a man named 
Kuhn, was dismissed by Schnaebels, and 
subsequently entered the German service. 
He made revelations which led to the arrest 
of other agents, and much evidence was 
collected thereby against Schnaebels, who 
was netified some weeks ago that a warrant 
had been issued for his arrest, and would be 
executed if he crossed the frontier,

yesterday by his wife and son. They were 
allowed to converse through the bars in Ger- 
man for wouter minutes.

THREE IMPERIAL RUFFIANS. 


Misbehavior of Two Archdukes and In- 
credible Outrage by a Third. 

London Specialto New York World: The 
Court of Vienna has been distracted during 
the last few weeks by a suecession of scan- 
dals. The relations between the Crown 
Prince Rudolph and the Crown Princess 
Stephanie have long been strained, and their 
squabblings have recently brought them to 
the vergeof separation. The Crown Prin- 


cess abruptly left Vienna for Abbazia, hav- 
Ing expressed her intention of returning to 
Belgium at the close of her stay on the Adri- 
atic. The Emperor has personally inter- 
vened to avert his daughter-in-law’s depart- 
ure, and Prince and Princess Philip of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha and other relatives have also 
exer themselves with the same object. 
The result is that the Crown Princess is 
merely to pay a six weeks’ visit to her par- 
ents at Brussels. She is to be joined at 
Laeken by her husband, and they wili come 
on to England together to represent the 
Austrian court at the jubilee celebration. 
The Crown Princess will afterwards visit 
Spa, and she is not to return to Vienna until 
autumn. 

Still worse is the case of Archduke Otto. 
son of Archduke Charies Louis and heir pre- 
sumptive to the. throne in case of Crown 
Prince Rudolph’s death without male issue. 
He was married last year to Princess Maria 
Josefa, the beautiful and accomplished 
daughter of Prince George of Saxony. The 
Archduke’s conduct has been so bad that his 
bride hag left him, with the full approval of 
her re les, and itis by no means unlikely 
that hefwvill be imprisoned for the good of his 
health nd for the correction and reforma- 
tion of his manners and excesses. 

Lastly comes Archduke Ferdinand, brother 
of the above-mentioned culprit, who inher- 
ited part of the vast fortune of the late Duke 
of Modena. He has just been disgraced and 
forbidden to appear at court in consequence 
of amost gross out on some asants, 
which was brought to the notice of the Em- 
peror by the Bishop of Linz. It is stated that 
the Archduke and some of his equally hare- 
brained brother officers were riding in the 
country when they meta peasant funeral. 
They compelled the procession to stop, in- 
sulted the mourners, and finally, incredible 
as it seems, they are accused of having opened 
the coffin, and then, after having en 
the corpse out, of having leaped their hofses 
over it. The Archduke must bea brutal 
rufflan if he were guilty of this revolting 
outrage. The story, however, has been com- 
mon talk at Vienna for weeks past, although 
no notice has been taken of it by the news- 
papers, as they are afraid to mention mem-

The military 
were notified and Capt. Hall determined to 
withhold beef rations from the Kiowas that 
had caused trouble, but when Friday came 
more of the leaders came in, and it was then 
detérmined to arrest them. This becoming 
known, the Kiowas became alarmed, and, 
leaving their traps, wagons, etc., took their 
women and children and all their ponies to a 
stronghold on the Rainy Mountain, about 
forty miles from Anadarko. Troops were at 
once sent in pursuit, and went into camp on 
the Witchita, eight miles from the Indian 
position. They advanced to the base of the 
mountain the following night. After three 
days’ parley the Indians agreed to give up 
the offending members tothe soldiers iocated 
near the fort where they could be watched. 
The troops returned to Anadarko with the 
prisoners.

temporancous statements, a day was need- 
lesly spent on the march, it was a mis- 
take with serious consequences. He fol- 
lows with the bold assertion that I was 
mistaken in su posing the telegraphic dispatch 
had been inst in which Gen. Johnston explained 
to me his plan of battle. To prove my mistake 
the emphatic announcement is made it is not 
lost. One might reasonably expect, after such a 
declaration, that the dispatch described by me 
would be produced, but instead thereof there is 

ven a dispatch reciting the order of march 
rom Corinth and the assignment to positions on 
the field, and this is offered as the telegram 
now occupying our attention. A poor fulfill- 
ment of the hope suggested by thc round as- 
sertion that the dispatch referred to by me 
had not been lost. In regard to the last dispatch 
I stated nothing new in my remarks the 6th 
inst. Substantially and more fully the same mat- 
ter was published by me in 1881, in the * Kise and 
Fall of the Confederate Government.“ Both dis- 
patches were lost, but the one published was sup- 

lied from the original in the possession of W. P. 

ohnston. It gave the: order of march and the 

general disposition of battle. The other, as 
stated, was in a cipher agreed upon between Gen. 
Johnston and myself and only used on special 
occasions. The original, for obvious reasons, 
was not, therefore, to be found in his letter-book. 
I shall not notice in detail the self-laudation of 
the long communication under review, but will 
merely say that if Gen. Beauregard was the 
author of the plan of battle; if he was present 
throughout with the 2 who fought it; if he 
was on the field when Johnston fell; if the 
enemy had not been driven from point to point, 
and if Gen. Beauregard throughout the whole 
Gay before, as well as after the death 
of Gen. Johnston, did direct the gen- 
eral movements of our forces, and did 
after the fall of his chief actively press the at- 
tack so that the right and centre of the enemy 
began to give way in confusion after Gen. Beau- 
regard had assumed command, and if the order 
to retire was not given untii after an attempt to 
make a concerted onslaught had been made, but, 
as he states, was desultory, without spirit or 
ardor, and failed in effect, and if it was not until 
just before sunset that he ordered a 
cessation of ostilities—then many  eye- 
witnesses of good repute have greatly missed 
the important fact in regard to the battle 
of Shiloh. and especially as to how a victory was 
well-nigh won and how it was forfeited. Mere 
assertion will not rebut that mass of weighty evi- 
dence which has been adduced. I have no dispo- 
sition to enter into this controversy, and did not 
mention Gen. Beauregard either by name or of- 
ficial designation in my remarks the 6th inst. 
He undertook to make plain as a reference to 
himself what might have been generully sup- 
| — to belong to some staff officer, but he 
new the rightful owner, and claimed his own 
and proved that it could not refer to 
anything which happened on the field of Shiloh. 
It would have been more pertinent if he had

His merit raised him above such need an 
it would have been an offense to his moral nature 
to have mingled his praise with detraction, envy, 
jealousy, as a desire to appropriate the glory of 
another could never have found a resting-place 
in the mind of Johnston. He was a devotee to 
duty and a worshiper at the shrine of truth. He 
died for his country’s cause and is embalmed in 
the hearts of a grateful people.
